KEY TO CATALOGING 


DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN: An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"000000" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use 
surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them 
an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than 
have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed.A specimen is 
similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing. These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: An initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults. These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card. The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it. These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design.An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 
lf a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such. 
It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with 
corrections as well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final items. 

MODEL: A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, 
corporate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on. This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the” digital age”, 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come 
up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or “vignettes” of people or scenes would be engraved first to 
include in the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed 
item. All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

In 1900, Berton Rodman was driving near Santa Barbara, California, when he saw a man 
stuck in the mud along the side of the road. When he stopped to assist, he saw that the man driving the moored vehicle was none other than Andrew Carnegie. Upon helping the car exit 
the mud, Carnegie gratefully offered Rodman the Carnegie Medal, awarded to those who have risked their lives in saving or attempting to save others. Rodman refused, despite Carnegie’s 
insistence. Rodman and Carnegie went on to become friends, with Rodman working as his chauffeur for a brief time. Lot includes a 1910 letter (including autograph) from Andrew Carnegie to 


his colleague, Chas. L. Taylor, remarking on how much he enjoyed having Rodman as his chauffer, “I found him in all respects perfect, never had a more delightful experience...” It was through 
Carnegie that Rodman met Chas. L. Taylor, who was then the President of the Carnegie New Fund Commission. The two men went into business together, and formed the Western Machine and 
Foundry Company in 1911, with Rodman as President, Taylor as Vice President. Lot includes two letters on Western Foundry letterhead, written by Rodman to Taylor. Lot also includes a 1952 
newspaper article on Lockheed Aircraft Corporation’s Management Club dinner which honored “Old-Timers” from the pre-World War Lockheed Company, with Bert Rodman highlighted and 
photographed in the piece. The paper goes on to state that Rodman was President of the Loughead Aircraft Manufacturing Company (the predecessor to Lockheed). The company went out of 
business in 1920, however was revived in 1926 by Allen Lockheed and John K. Northrop, eventually becoming the behemoth known today as Lockheed Martin.

In its early years, 
Dean Witter focused on dealing in municipal and corporate bonds. The company was 
highly successful in its first five years, purchasing a seat on the San Francisco Stock 
Exchange in 1928 and then opening an office in New York and purchasing a seat on the 
New York Stock Exchange in 1929. Although a relatively young company, Dean Witter 
survived Wall Street Crash of 1929 and the Great Depression, posting profits every 
year during the 1930s and into the 1940s. Dean Witter would lead his company until 
his death in 1969. In 1978 Dean Witter and Reynolds Securities merged to form Dean 
Witter Reynolds Organization Inc. (DWRO) in what was then the largest securities 
industry merger in US. history. The resultant company, Dean Witter Reynolds, was the 
fifth largest broker in the U.S. One year later Dean Witter Reynolds became the first 
securities firm to have offices in all 50 U.S. states and Washington, D.C. After completion 
of the merger, Dean Witter Reynolds generated revenue of more than $520 million.

George Eastman, 1931 Schenectady, NY... January 12, 1931 Society of the 
Genesee, Inc.. Letter to Mr. Whitney (an American chemist and founder of the research 
laboratory of the General Electric Company) detailing a Society of the Genesee event 
honoring George Eastman and his contributions to film and celebrating his patents. 
Hand signed typed letter from Thomas Watson as president of the society. Thomas 
John Watson Sr. (1874 — 1956) was an American businessman. He served as the chairman 
and CEO of International Business Machines (IBM). He oversaw the company’s growth 
into an international force from 1914 to 1956. Watson developed IBM’s management 
style and corporate culture from John Henry Patterson’s training at NCR. He turned 
the company into a highly-effective selling organization, based largely on punched card 
tabulating machines. A leading self-made industrialist, he was one of the richest men of 
his time and was called the world’s greatest salesman when he died in 1956. The letter 
refers to an award dinner given to George Eastman, who was frequently approached 
to receive awards and honors that would have focused public attention on him, but 
invariably Eastman “escaped” these offers. His typical reply was this response to the 
Society of the Genesee, whose membership included most of his long-time friends and 
business associates: “I deeply appreciate the honor, and deeply regret that it is wholly 
impossible for me to accept such an invitation. ... I should be embarrassed beyond 
measure on such an occasion and do not feel that I could go through the ordeal.” In April 
1930, after Tom Watson took over as president of the Genesee Society, the salesman 
went to work and succeeded in convincing Eastman to attend. He wanted this great 
industrialist to receive the public recognition of his peers that he so richly deserved. The 
press documents that Watson made a personal trip to Rochester and “prevailed upon 
him [Mr. Eastman] to accept the honor” from the “twelve-hundred-member society.” In 
June, the Society announced George Eastman’s acceptance. The organization celebrated 
Watson’s “noteworthy achievement” in overcoming Mr. Eastman’s “ever-increasing 
desire to retire from the public eye,” because everyone wanted to say thank you for 
the employment he had created locally, nationally and internationally, and acknowledge 
the estimated $80 to $100 million he had donated to worthy projects in his city, state,

Footage from this flight was used to make the 1937 Monogram movie, Atlantic Flight.
